Thank you again for your 
ongoing attention to this situation. 

On Sunday October 1,2017 at 12:04 pm I attempted service at, 6106 Oakes Ave, Everett, 
WA 98203. There was no answer, so I logged my attempt and continued on my route. I did 
nothing at his residence out of the ordinary, I simply knocked on the door. At approximately 
7:00 pm that same day, There was a knock on my door. My father answered and who is 
now known to be William Krom, asked my father "Who drives the silver Volvo" at that point 
my Dad informed me that there was someone here to see me. With pictures of me on his 
cell phone, In an aggressive manor, he questioned me about knocking on his door and 
using his driveway. He informed me that he obtained my address by running my plate 
which he got off of his security cameras footage. As we were talking I noticed an outline of 
a concealed weapon on his right hip. It was unmistakable and made me very nervous. 
Attached is a picture of Mr. Krom at my doorway. This was taken my by roommate who was 
present through the entire confrontation. I informed him the reason I was at his home, was 
because I am a registered process server and attempting to serve him with legal 
documents. He suddenly spoke less hostile and claimed to be a private investigator. I told 
him to wait on my patio while I got his papers, and I served him at that time. He left and I 
called the police to make a report. When the Sargent called me back, he stated that he did 
not deem it necessary to take a report at that time, but if he were to come back, to not open 
the door and to call 911 immediately. 

This indecent has left me very shaken. I was not aware that private individuals could obtain 
such information for personal matters such as this. And the fact that he showed up armed? 
Well that is even extremely troublesome to me. This could have gone a completely different 
way if I had not kept my composure. I have been a process server for 11 years, and this 
single incident has me questioning if I should continue in this line of work.

Thank you again for your 
ongoing attention to this situation. 

On Sunday October 1,2017 at 12:04 pm I attempted service at, 6106 Oakes Ave, Everett, 
WA 98203. There was no answer, so I logged my attempt and continued on my route. I did 










nothing at his residence out of the ordinary, I simply knocked on the door. At approximately 
7:00 pm that same day, There was a knock on my door. My father answered and who is 
now known to be William Krom, asked my father "Who drives the silver Volvo" at that point 
my Dad informed me that there was someone here to see me. With pictures of me on his 
cell phone, In an aggressive manor, he questioned me about knocking on his door and 
using his driveway. He informed me that he obtained my address by running my plate 
which he got off of his security cameras footage. As we were talking I noticed an outline of 
a concealed weapon on his right hip. It was unmistakable and made me very nervous. 
Attached is a picture of Mr. Krom at my doorway. This was taken my by roommate who was 
present through the entire confrontation. I informed him the reason I was at his home, was 
because I am a registered process server and attempting to serve him with legal 
documents. He suddenly spoke less hostile and claimed to be a private investigator. I told 
him to wait on my patio while I got his papers, and I served him at that time. He left and I 
called the police to make a report. When the Sargent called me back, he stated that he did 
not deem it necessary to take a report at that time, but if he were to come back, to not open 
the door and to call 911 immediately. 

This indecent has left me very shaken. I was not aware that private individuals could obtain 
such information for personal matters such as this. And the fact that he showed up armed? 
Well that is even extremely troublesome to me. This could have gone a completely different 
way if I had not kept my composure. I have been a process server for 11 years, and this 
single incident has me questioning if I should continue in this line of work.
